almost smothered, he ralsed the lid slightly to get a
preath of air, and was thus discovered In time to
kpoii his “little game,” If he had remained quiet a
minute or two lo r, the lid would have heen
sereweld down, and he would probatly have begn
gimothered to deatl,

The Failure of o Prominent Bauking Firm in
New York—Linbilities Over n Yillion of Dol-

s Intense Excitement in Wall Sireet.

Says the New York Zritmae of this morning :—

The unfortanate manin for gold specalation which
has of late years ked the most clear-headed naneiers
into transactions whioh, to say the lesst of them,
wore extremely fool-hardy, yesterday caused the
downfall of an old and prominent commission house,
atirm which has bortie wn enviable reputation in
this elty and abrowd since 15485, Messrs, Sohepeler &

Loy, of No, 02 Wall strect,when they adhered to their
legitimute business, were German bhankers amnd ex-
porters of petroleunn, provisions, and other products,
their trausactions veing coducted 0B An immense
sode,  Buat of late they, in common with  other
speculators,  have  been  operating largely  for
a full In gold, trusting that  the  weekly
saley which the Sevretiry of tha
Treasury wis expecstod to make, and other clréam-
stances, would produce the effect thoy desired,  In
spite of thelr efforts and thedr scemingly well-fonnded
expectations, however, golid has been steadlly rising
for geveral days past, and at egch rise Schepeler &
€0, have been foreed to speculate heavily to cover
their former losses. It 18 sald that some time Sinee
they agreed to furnish certain partics with $10,000,000
of gold at a specitled price, expecting, of colnrse,
that the causes ghove ennmerated would combine to
lower the miarket, Whoen gold commenced to rise
they ¢onsidered that its infAation would be only tem-
arary, and still continued to foll] thelr contract
f‘lauliy. however, the payment of heavy margins—
townrds the last of 7 and 25 per cent.—exhausied
thelr excliequer, and on Saturday they were foreed
to confess tholy uability to meet thelr obligations,
The amount of thelr deflciency is alleged to be
£, 000,000,

The fallure of Sehepeder & Co, was ramored on the
strect @t oght oClock yesternay morping, but so
well known was the firm, and =0 well cstablishid
thelr reputation for shrewdness gnd business tact,
thit by muny the ramor was rogardod as o “clever
-lmig.-"’ to affect the gold markel. However, at the
nour when those struggzling, hustling, velling masscs
of humanity, yelept the Gold and stock Boards, as-
semied ot their rooms, it wis demonstrated heyond
& donbt that the romors were non only not une
founded, bhut, sSUPGNEe 10 KAy, Were 1ot exXaggeratad.
Immedintely the exeitement beemine intense, and
HSehepeler & Co's failore wis the interminable theme
for every Wall street gossip for the balsoce of the
duy. It was somowhat amusing to note the umonnt

THE ST. THOMAS TREATY,

Views of n Leading Danish Jowrnnl
thuestion.

Tne Copenhngen  Daaladed, one of the leading pa
pers of Denmark, contatns, in it8 number of April
24, N article on the St Thomas renty, which I8 eir-
vulated by Inish agents In this country, a8 “an
earnest appeal to the American people from the
Dunish people, by which they hope to call forth such
an expression of public opinjon in America as will
secure that prompt and just action by the American
Congress to which Denmmark has been so long enti-
tled,” The article frst calls to mind that Denmark
did not wish ta sell the [slands, and has been nei-
ther bepefited nor allured with offers of sule, The
treaty being concluded, Denmark has been guilty
of no npogiect In fulfilling  her part of
the negotintions, The article then complains of
the delay of the United States (o act on the treaty
after it8 oMoial snbmission by the Government on the
M) of December, 1867,  1n concinsion, the article ex.-
prossed a belief that the treaty will nevertheiess be
nltimatedy acknowledged by the Amerioans, for while
the formal right of the Senate to reject the treaty at
the proper thne 18 not denled, now the case W entirely
changed by the Senate allowing the propor time to
pass hy. he convention was subhmitted to it on the
o of December, 1867, that 18, hefore the Danish Con-
gress had recelved any information about the  dis-
cussion, and a whole month before the vote was
taken on the Wands, A prompt and decided No
from the Senate would have put an ¢nd to the whole
matter withont o disregard of the forms of inter-
national courtesy® or a risk of further compromising
the Danish Government. The Danlsh Special Come-
missioner was at that time in Washington, together
with the American Agent, for the special purpose of
being enlightened as to the probabie position of the
Senate: but, so far from any  doubt being  raised
a8 to the result, he was officlally strengthened
in his hehall  that  there  wonld be no  dil-
enlties whatever.  Under such clrenmsiances,
the vote on the islamds took place, and the Danish
Congress guve ite consent, although with feelings of
sorrow, and not withont some resistance. Now, to
what o posltion has the American Sennte brought
the King of Denmark, and the responsible Govern-
ment of Denmark, before their West India subjects,
and before the Danish people? The word No, If
spoken before the expiration of the time agresd
upon, that {& bhefore the 24h of Fobroary, 18065,
would have bheen formally jostitiable, althongh
clear breach of international goml hreeding: bat to
push the whole question aside, and to leave It unde-
cided throagh two legisiative sessions, that I8 a
slight which the Danigh people feel very keenly, The
members of the present Danish Government—Gene-
ral Raaslolr especlally—are So closely connedtad
with thig aair, that they cannot leave it In (s pre-
sent uncertain condition; but, ot the same thme,
their responsibility 18 such that they will consider
themsclves obliged 1o resign, if the United States
should #ee 0t 1o withdraw from thelr obligations.”
